locating claim s. 
He sa y s the agree­ 
m ent affected only claim s, ttie title to 
which had not yet been com pleted, and 
that title to all claim s involved in the 
su it w as perfected under and by virtue 
of this agreem ent. 


The new pleading cam e as a surprise 
to the d efen se and counsel asked for 
a continu ance until this afternoon. 


W hen court convened in the after­ 
noon Burns filed a m otion to strik e out 
D oyle’s am en dm ent to the la tter’s pe­ 
tition and tn tran sfer the ca se to the 
equity docket. 
On th is m otion there 
w as an argum ent o f tw o hours dura­ 
tion. in w hich Senator P atterson and 
John Baldwin, counsel resp ectively for 
th e defen dant and plaintiff, indulged 
in a wordy war, which Judge Macy 
ended by declaring he would put both 
a ttorn eys out of the case u n less they 
d esisted at once. 
In ruling on the mo­ 
tion the court said that w h ile the early 
relation s of th e litigan ts m ight be of 
consid erable h istorical in terest ho did 
not thin k them m aterial at th is tim e. 


The d efen se then filed a m otion for 
a continuance, supported by affidavits 
of 
Burns and 
his attorn eys to the 
effect th at D oyle's am ended petition 
had so changed the issu es In the case 
th at the defendant w as not. ready to 
m eet them , and would require tim e 
to get w itn esses from Colorado. 


On th is show ing court w as adjourned 
and Judge Ma<-y gave D oyle until to­ 
m orrow to m ake a counter show ing.

He is in favor of sending 
policemen down there to sec that the 
streets are kept clear.

T uttle, well know n as the inventor of 
the explosive called "thorite," dropped 
dead at his homo in this city today. 
He was born in Iowa. D ecem ber 10, 
184 1. and cam e to T acom a in 
lSOfl, 
and has practic ed m edicine up to about 
three years ago w hen ho abandoned 
his practice to further study the sub­ 
ject of explosive's in which ho had 
becom e interested. 


Thorite, tile exp losive w hich Dr. Tut­ 
tle discovered, vvas tile result, ot’ ex ­ 
perim ents which he undertook in T a­ 
com a shortly alter the discovery of 
gold in the K londike when m iners were 
in need of som e explosive that could 
he used in the frozen ground of that, 
region. 
It proved lo be a wonderful 
invention and at once attracted tho 
attention of arm y circles at W ashing­ 
ton. 
A rrangem ents 
worn 
m ado for 
testin g the new explosivo, and its ro- 
rcsull 
fully justified 
the claim s 
Dr. 
T u ttle had m ade lor il. 
It possessed 
rem arkable q ualities for use ill pro­ 
jectiles intended to pierce h eavy ar­ 
mor plate 
and 
su ccessfu lly 
passed 
through all the tests required. 
Con­ 
gress had passed a bill ?ppropriating 
$,-|fi.ono for the purchase of tlie thorite 
invention in 
conjunction 
w ith 
the 
Issam shell but certain provisions were 
em bodied which prevented the nego­ 
tiation s being carried to a su ccessful 
term ination.

M ASSACRE AT JBALANGIGA 
COM M ITTED BY FACIFICO S

M anilla. Oct. fi.—M ajor 
M orris 
C. 
Foote of the Ninth United S tates in­ 
fantry, who has returned here from 
the island of Samar, was in Balangiga 
the day before the disaster to Com­ 
pany C. 
He says that C aptain Con­ 
nell had been fully w arned, and had 
taken w hat ho (M ajor Foote) consid­ 
ered every neccssary precaution. 
In­ 
form ation th a t a plot was brewing 
am ong the Filipinos cam e to Major 
Foote from a priest who said th a t it 
was in the plans of the populace at 
both Balangiga and Basey to attack 
the garrisons and th a t the Basey gar­ 
rison was to be attacked from a cock­ 
pit in th e rear of the barracks. 
Or­ 
ders w ere im m ediately given to de­ 
m olish the cockpit and extra guards 
w ere stationed. 
T here is intense feeling throughout 
th e arm y because of the m assacre, 
which would not be th e case to any 
such extent had it. been the work of 
ordinary insurgents. 
The la tte r m ight 
have been expected to com m it such 
an outrage. 
Feeling is particularly 
intense in m ilitary circles because the 
authors of the m assacre w ere ‘‘pacifi- 
cos,” m ost of whom had taken the 
oath of allegiance, and m any of whom, 
including tho president of Balangiga, 
w ere actually holding office. 
Some of th e after-effects are already 
shown a t m any points, particularly at 
B aulan and Calcoocan, in the province 
of B atangas, and M anila w here dis­ 
affection is m anifesting itself, although 
it is n o t likely to be allowed to go 
far. 
On the o th er hand th e officers and 
troops at all the garrisons through­ 
out the archipelago feel th a t the dis­ 
a ste r conveys a lesson to them selves 
of th e 
necessity 
for increased vig­ 
ilance.

A narchy instead 
o f being a m ild philosophy, has come to have a sinister 
m eaning, a defiance of law, and its advocate one who 
seek s to do m urder. 
T he tendency of all license has

CANDIDATES FOR STATEHOOD.

H R E E territoW ea will p resent th e ir claim s to the 
n ext congress for recognition and adm ission to 
the union as states. 
One of these, Oklahom a, is 
so clearly en titled to statehood by reason of the 
n um ber of its population and its thoroughly American 
ch a ra cte r that, th e re ap p ears to bo little doubt th a t it 
w ill bo received into full m em bership at. th a t time. 
T he o ther two, New Mexico and Arizona, cannot pre­ 
sen t such good claim s as can O klahom a, but. they are at 
le a st entitled to resp ectfu l hearings, and if the m atter 
is fairly and im partially exam ined we believe th a t both 
can m ake such a show ing as to entitle them to adm ission 
on th e sam e footing as th e original states. 
The popula­ 
tio n of A rizona, as show n -by the census of 1900, w as 
122,931, w hich is m ore th a n tw ice the population of 1890. 
T his rapidly in creasin g population is com posed of the 
b est class of A m erican im m igrants, the sam e in fact 
th a t h as b u ilt up th e o th e r w estern states. 
It ¡8 being 
attra c te d to A rizona by its m ining and other natural 
resources, including th e rich farm ing lands available for 
irrigation. 
T here is no doubt th a t this grow th will con­ 
tin u e in th e fu tu re and th a t A rizona has an assured 
fu tu re and m ay safely be tru sted to form a valuable m em ­ 
ber of th e g reat N orth A m erican fam ily of states. 
In th e case of N ew M exico th e showing of population 
is even ry jre favorable. 
The te rrito ry had 19n,3'i0 as 
com pared w ith 153,593 in 1890. 
H ere again the increase 
w as fo r th e m ost p a rt com posed of intelligent and enter­ 
prising A m ericans d raw n to m ake th e ir perm anent homes 
in tn e new te rrito ry on account of superior natural re­ 
sources. 
T he P ecos valley alone contains enough fertile 
land to m ake a sta te equal to some already in the union, 
and th e re is no d oubt th a t New „lexico has all th a t is 
necessary to m ake it a m o st valuable and w orthy sister 
of th e now sovereign states. 
In both th e se caseB, m oreover, the acquisition of the 
dignity of statehood w ould be a m ost pow erful prtjraoter 
of progress and an in cen tive to developm ent. 
In our 
own case we have learn ed to w hat an extent statehood is a 
stim ulus an d a help. 
T hese two territories would un­ 
doubtedly grow fa s te r if th e y w ere states, and it is for 
th e in te re st of th e co u n try as a whole and for the west 
th a t th e y should be. 
T he adm ission of th ese two territories as states, in 
addition to O klahom a, w ould round out the national te r­ 
ritory, and it is a qu estio n as to w hether any additional 
states should be ad m itted to th e union upon an equal 
footing w ith th e o th ers. 
C ertainly there is not any other 
p a rt of t h e national' dom ain a t the present tim e th a t is 
likely to be fit fo r statehood in the near future, and there 
is likely to grow up in tn is country a strong sentim ent 
ag ain st extending th e privileges of statehood to terri­ 
tories sep arated from us by wide stretches of ocean, or 
differing m a terially 'fro m us in race and political training 
and aptitude.

A MOST IMPORTANT CONVENTION. 
O 


NE OF the m ost im portant m eetings held in th is 
country each year is the convention of the N a­ 
tional Live Stock association. 
The next m eeting 
comes in Decem ber, and it, is to be held in the 
Stutlebaker th e ater in Chicago. 
No city in th e country 
has a larger in terest in live stock than Chicago, and the 
m eeting beginning D ecem ber 3 is likely to be m em or­ 
able. 
C. F. M artin, the secretary, has already begun 
arrangem ents and announces th e proper railroad rates, 
a splendid program , etc. 
Among the notable speakers 
will be Hon. Jam es W ilson, secretary of agriculture; 
S enator W arren of W yoming, Dr. Salm on, chief of the 
bureau of anim al industry; P rofessor C arlisle of W is­ 
consin, C arter H arrison, G overnor Y ates and o ther not­ 
ables. 
President. Springer appointed a com m ittee some 
tim e ago to draft prelim inary bills, w hich w ill be dis­ 
cussed at this m eeting before actively m oving on con­ 
gress w ith them . 
Among them are the following: 
One for an ac t for the establishm ent of a general 
system of federal inspection on in terstate shipm ents of 
live stock, to tak e the place of state inspection and levy­ 
ing: of fpps at every- state line crosscd, and w hich in no 
way shall interfere w ith local affairs of state boards. 
For an act providing for governm ent inspection of 
woolen goods. M anufacturers are using 35,000,000 pounds 
of shoddy annually w hich they sell as “pure wool.” 
This 
is a deception w hich is m ost injurious to the sheep indus­ 
try as w ell as the consum ers, and stockm en see no 
reason why such goods should not be propeny inspected 
and stam ped ju s t as oleom argarine m anufacturers are 
com pelled to do w ith th eir product. 
For an ac t allow ing settlers In the arid and sem i-arid 
uistricts the right to exchange lands of equal value w ith 
tne governm ent, so as to solidify th e ir holdings. 
F or an act providing for a second assistan t secretary of 
agriculture, who shall be required to give his sole atten ­ 
tion to the live stock industry. 
To recom m end a bill for adoption by state govern­ 
m ents providing for a classified assessm ent of live stock. 
In addition to these, such o ther m atters as a classified 
ccnsus of live stock, the figures to be published w ithin 
three m onths from the tim e taken instead of a year and 
a half afterw ards, w hen one-half of th e anim als enum er­ 
ated have been slaughtered or driven from the country. 
S ecretary W ilson has prom ised to recom m end this to 
congress anii ask lor the necessary appropriation to 
carry out this work. 
The m atter of forest reserves, arid 
lands, the tuberculin test, irrigation, etc., will be discussed. 


NEW HOME FOR THE PRESIDENT. 
T 


H E Roosevelt fam ily is now housed in the his­ 
toric old W hite house. 
One can only express 
the hope th a t they are com fortably housed, 
w hile very m uch doubting It. 
T here are six 
of the children and if they tak e after th e ir fath er the 
old barn of a place muBt seem a very cram ped habita­ 
tion. 
T here is no m an who can accom m odate him self 
to circum stances b etter than the president. 
If com pany 
com es from New York unexpectedly, or an English 
prince happens in to spend th e night, the president will 
cheerfully give up his own room, grab a pillow and 
quilt and spend th e night on the floor w ith young Teddie 
and the rest of the children. 
K nowing exactly how 
m any rooms there are in tho W hite house, and figuring 
on those eight people, not to m ention the tutors, gov­ 
ernesses, nurses and m aids necessary to keep the young­ 
sters taught, clean and well dressed, as tho "first chil­ 
dren in the land” should be. we have an increasing ad 
m iration for the housekeeping q u allH ^ of the good wife 
of our chief m agistrate. 
All we can ask is, “How in the 
world does she m anage it?" 
Tho big R oosevelt fam ily m ay prove a blessing to 
the 
com ing 
fam ilies 
of 
presidents. 
Mrs. 
H arrison 
started an agitation to build a new home for the fam ily 
of th e president, and regularly each session of congress 
some one puts in a bill, but the money is never appropri­ 
ated. 
Now, how ever, attention is going to be called to 
tho m atter so plainly th a t surely some action will be 
taken. 
The W hite H ouse is about a hundred years old, 
and w hile it was so big a t first th a t Dollie M adison hung 
out her w ashing in the E ast room, the dem ands of the 
public service have now turned m ost of the rooms into 
offices. 
It would seem th a t this im m ensely rich nation could 
afford to house its chief as com fortably as the average 
w ealthy m erchant, and not compel him and his fam ily 
to live in his office. 
We have never heard any reason 
advanced for this sta te of things excepting tradition and 
sacred m em ories. 
Those are very good things as far 
as they go, but they are pretty cold com fort for a m an 
and his wife w ith six children and the responsibility of 
putting up a genteel appearance th a t will be dignified 
and a credit to the nation. 
South of the W hite house extends a big tract of 
land, handsom ely parked. 
H ere could be built a m odern 
hnuse, w ith handsom e state apartm ents in which the 
president could en tertain distinguished visitors; w here 
he could give the state dinners in a m anner th a t is not 
ridiculous. 
T hat it would be arranged to accom m odate 
a good-sized fam ily is understood. 
The old house could 
be used for executive business ana public receptions. The 
old and new houses could be connected by a handsom e 
colonnade or an inclosed passagew ay, so th a t practically 
the president would be following tradition and living in 
the W hite house. 


INTEREST IN ATHLETICS.

H ER E is to be a masB m eeting of the students 
of Colorado college this m orning for the purpose 
of arousing an in terest in athletics. 
It should be 
a large m eeting, attended not only by the students 
but also by the alum ni and others interested in the sub­ 
ject. 
T here can be but very little accom plished in school 
athletics w ithout the support of the student body. 
He 
would be a very poor ath lete who w orked alone for his 
personal glory and had no thought of the school. O utside 
of th e benefits of physical training th ere is a good side 
to school athletics. 
T here is a certain am ount of super­ 
fluous energy in youth th a t m ust be w orked off some 
way, and especially does it show itself w here they are 
herded together in schools. .Fifty years ago there w as 
no system of regulated athletics in the schools and the 
students w ere given to hazing, breaking the w indows of 
tutors and fights w ith th e tow n boys. 
W ith th e com ing 
of football, baseball, rowing, and tra ck athletics, all th at 
has disappeared or been m inim ized. 
But, w ithout discussing th e benefits of athletics, which 
all recognize, the local college m en and women m ust 
enthuse. 
The new' students come filled w ith a desire to 
take an in terest in the school athletics, and when they 
find the oluer students lukew arm they also lose interest. 
The chances are very good of losing th a t student the 
next year to som e school w here the sp irit Is stronger. 
Money is necessary to keep up athletics, but th a t is a 
thing th a t comes all rig h t w hen the m ore im portant thing 
of m oral support is given h eartily and enthusiastically. 


The N inth infantry, w hich m et w ith such a serious 
loss in the island of Sam ar, has had a brilliant record. 
L ast year it was distinguished for services in China. 
It 
has not been a particularly lucky regim ent, however. 
U ntil th e country Is thoroughly settled and pacified th at 
so rt of thing is to be expected, and 
c can only hope 
tn a t the first rep o rts a re exaggerated. 


OUR EXCESSIVE REVENUES. 
N 


O ONE will question the- orthodoxy of M cKinley’s 
protective tariff convictions, and y et it is evi­ 
dent from th e dead statesm an's la st public ad­ 
dresses th a t he w as deeply concerned in regulat­ 
ing som e of the evils th a t gath er about excessive revenue 
collections. 
U ndoubtedly he believed the solution w as 
In reciprocity—a give-and-take policy. 
Mr. M cK inley’s 
tariff doctrine w as a protection to A m erican industries 
th a t would not only foster young plants, but give the 
A m erican w orkm an b e tte r w ages than his foreign com­ 
petitors. B ut protection is business, and is controlled by 
no fixed laws. 
It is only useful as it serves a useful 
purpose, and it m ust be regulated as the exigencies of 
the case require. 
Mr. M cK inley w as a thorough student 
of the tariff, and could see its defects as w ell as its 
benefits, and undoubtedly he w as paving the w ay for a 
modification of the present laws. 
Among th e things to be feared from an inflexible tariff 
is an excessive increase of the4ecferal revenues. Congress 
last year cut down some of the stam p revenues, so th a t 
the receipts w ere reduced th is year from tw enty-five to 
forty m illions of dollars. 
It is not enough, it seem s, and 
undoubtedly in the coming session th e revenues w ill again 
be reduced. 
As it Is, the surplus in the treasu ry is likely 
to be in the neighborhood of sixty millions th is year, 
according to governm ent estim ates. ' 
So long as we do not need it, th a t is a large sum of 
money to be taken from active circulation by taxation, 
even if the tariff revenue is th e least onerous form. 
A 
g reat surplus constitutes a constant danger because it is 
an incentive to extravagance and its atten d an t evils. That 
congress will be able to tak e th e m atter in hand, and so 
régulât^, the tariffs and th e internal revenues that, equal 
justice will be done, affording protection for the weak 
and yet cutting down the threaten in g surplus, we fully 
believe. 


THE GRIM REAPER.

ELEN TLESS F ath er Time and his grim companion, 
Death, are rapidly m aking inroads on the pioneer' 
residents of Colorado Springs, 
in th is county 
we have two sets of pioneers. 
There are the old 
people »liu i-auie »itii the Pike's Peak excitem ent of 
1859, and the pioneers who cam e with the founding of 
the city in 1871, or soon after. 
In yesterday m orning's 
paper we announced the death of three persons, all of 
whom w ere residents of Colorado when it w as a territory. 
Of these G eneral Addison Danford w as the best known. 
He was am ong the first attorneys to locate in th is city, 
but afterw ards for m any years m ade his home in the 
mining towns. 
He was attorney general of the state of 
Kansas during its m ost troubled time, and bad had an 
interesting career. 
In Colorado he became well known 
to the m em bers of the bar, and w as in dem and as an elo­ 
quent and interesting cam paign speaker. 
Of the other 
deaths, Fred Ege w as perhaps best known in this city. 
He w as am ong the first com ers, and was alw ays a quiet, 
industrious man, of the class of foreigner th a t has made 
this country w hat it is today. 
Mrs. J. L. Pendery, wife of 
the aged attorney, lived in Leadville. Cripple C reek and 
other m ining districts before com ing here and had seen 
tho state grow into its present greatness.

N TH E death of cx-M ayor J. C. Plum b yesterday Colo­ 
rado Springs lost a citizen who was for m any years 
identified w ith county and m unicipal public life. 
He 
served two term s as county com m isioner and two 
term s as m ayor of the city. 
H is services in both cases 
w ere given during m ost critical and trying tim es. 
No 
one ever questioned his ability or his integrity, and al­ 
though he died before reaching an advanced age, his life 
was full of honors. 
He is not only sincerely m ourned by 
his family, to whom he w as m ost affectionate and kind, 
but also by all who knew him. 
Miv Plumb began life as 
railroad brakem an a t F ort Madison, la. 
F or m any years 
he conducted a large ranch in the eastern p art of this 
county. 


PRESERVE THE CLIFF DWELLINGS. 
A 


MONG the m ost interesting and .valuable posses­ 
sions of Colorado are the cliff dw ellings at Man- 
cos. 
They are so much rem oved from th e gen­ 
eral course of travel th a t the people do not fully 
appreciate w hat they possess, or there would be a united 
m ovem ent looking to their preservation. 
A ttention has 
been called to the subject lately by th e m eeting of the 
American Assoclaton for the A dvancem ent of Science and 
the visit of Senor Leopoldo B atrçs of Mexico. 
The 
D urango (Colo.) H erald com m ents on the subject as fol­ 
lows: 
Senor B atres has made a istudy of the inscrip­ 
tions in the ruins of Mexico, and he is considered 
the highest authority in such w ork in his own 
country. 
He is certain th a t the cliff dw ellers are 
identical w ith the Toltecs of Mexico, the inscrip­ 
tions and pottery tending to bear out his claim, 
and th a t they w ere of A siatic origin. 
The recent session of th e A m erican A ssociation 
for the A dvancem ent of Science in Denver brought 
out some interesting data concerning th e cliff 
dw ellers, but the experts seem ed to be agreed th a t 
the ancient dweilerd in cliff houses w ere not of 
A siatic ancestry. 
Senor B atres has flung down 
the gauntlet, and now ah international contro­ 
versy is fairly in sight. 
ïn the m eantim e, how­ 
ever, the governm ent 
should 
tak e im m ediate 
steps to preserve the cliff ruins from the vandals 
or there w ill be nothing left by w hich tho sci­ 
entists can settle the interesting points in dispute. 


EXHIBIT THE MINERALS.

H E FIRST international m ining exposition ever 
held in th is country is to be opened in New York 
during the first two w eeks of D ecem ber. 
Cripple 
Creek in particular, and Colorado in general, 
should be represented by splendid exhibits, and P resident 
Donaldson of the mining exchange should have every 
encouragem ent In securing It. 
The other g reat m ining 
fields of the world will be represented at th is exhibition. 
This exposition is an indication of .the In creased 'resp ect 
and attention th a t is being paid to m ining throughout the 
world. .T h a t it is a legitim ate business, one in w hich the 
returns are sure, when the business fs conducted legiti­ 
mately, is a fact that the business world is recognizing 
m ore and more every year. ’ The technical schools, w here 
m ining engineering is taugjit, are crowded w ith bright 
young men who are going to show th e world som e g reat 
feats in m ining and the tre atm en t of ores during the 
next generation or two.

IRRIGATION AND THE NEW PRESIDENT. 


> "■ 
H e ADVOCATES of n ational aid in th e reclam ation 
I 
of the arid lands of the transinissouri w est should 
X 
feel g reat encouragem ent in the accession of 
President Roosevelt. 
A state exchange in com­ 
m enting on the fact m akes use of the following pertinent 
w ords: 
It is not a partisan question, having been in­ 
dorsed by tho platform s of both of the g reat 
national political parties. In the obtaining of gov­ 
ernm ent aid for storage reservoirs the trouble will 
be to got congressm en, regardless of p arty di­ 
vision, to comply w ith th eir platform pledges. In 
th is view of the situation th e position of th e na­ 
tional executive becom es a m atter of prim e im por­ 
tance, since very m any congressm en are anxious 
to stand in w ith th e policy of the adm inistration. 
P resid en t R oosevelt knows m ore about the trans- 
m issouri region th an any other m an who ever 
cam e to the p residential chair. 
H is letter to the 
president of the N ational Irrigation congress, at 
its Chicago session, w ritten N ovem ber 16. 1900. 
ju st after his election to th e vice presidency, w as 
a vigorous and h earty indorsem ent of the storage 
reservoir m ovem ent and also of fo rest p reserva­ 
tion. 
“I believe to th e last point,” he w rites, “in 
the vital necessity of storing tho floods and pre­ 
serving th e forests, especially throughout the 
plains and Rocky m ountain regions. The problem 
of the developm ent of th e g reater w est is in a 
large p art a problem of irrigation. 
I earnestly 
believe in the national governm ent giving gen­ 
erous aid to th e m ovem ent." 
It is not too m uch to expect th a t in his first 
m essage to congress P resident Roosevelt will give 
his approval to a storage reservoir policy, and 
will lend the Influence of his adm inistration to­ 
w ards tho passage of such a m easure. 


BELGIUM’S EXPERIMENT.

T HAS ever been a problem in free governm ent how 
to m ake th e v oter exercise his privilege. 
This is 
even a g reater problem in Colorado, w here the 
women have the franchise and at tim es form a body 
of very indifferent voters, than it is elsew here. 
It is 
conceded th a t if 95 per cent, of the vote could be cast 
at every election, th a t m any of the political evils under 
which we now suffer would be rem edied. 
V arious ex 
pedients have been tried in tim es past to force the voters 
to th e polls, but w ith little success. 
Belgium has taken up the w ork vigorously, and with 
some success. 
Previous to 1897 about lti per cent, of the 
voters in th a t country stayed aw ay from th e polls. 
It is 
a densely populated country. 
In th at year a law was 
passed m aking it com pulsory for every voter to cast a 
ballot at every election. 
The only excuses accepted are 
sickness and absence from the country. 
L ast year about 
5,000 failed to vote, and only half of them w ere able to 
present valid excuses. 
In penalizing tho delinquents 
the courts simply w arn them for a first offense. 
The 
second offense is a fine, but after a third conviction the 
franchise is taken aw ay for a period of ten years. 
Dur­ 
ing th a t time the recalcitran t is not allowed to vote, to 
be a candidate for office, nor hold any official position. 
It is said th a t the system has had the effect, of re­ 
ducing th e stay-at-home percentage to 2.7. 
The voters 
are now tak in g a g reater pride in keeping th e ir records 
straight, and rich and poor alike are taking a greater 
internet in sn W tin g candidate«! 
In th is country the 
percentage of those who do not vote is from 15 to 40, 
depending on the ability of the candidates interested to 
get th e vote out.

H e is to all intents and purposes an 
English squire, and rules New Y ork as the o th er English 
squires of Irish parentage rule Ireland. 
A home rule 
party in New York this election m ight be a good thing 
am ong the Irish voters. 


C hristopher F urness, the fam ous steel m aster and 
English ship builder, w hile in New York recently, stated a 
tru th th a t‘*accounts for the suprem acy of A m erican steel 
in the world. 
He says th a t w hile in Am erica the price of 
labor is higher, th a t the production per m an is much 
greater, so labor really costs less in this country than in 
England. W hile the increased capacity of production on 
the p ir t of the A m erican m echanic is in a m easure due 
to im proved m achinery, a very m uch larg er percentage 
of it is due to the ch aracter of the w orkm an him self.

Concerning Alexander Wilson, w eav­ 
er, peddler, poet and ornithologist, we 
take some interesting inform ation from 
an article in 
the September L iterary 
Era'. 
He was born on July 
6, 
1766, 
the 
younger child of a Paisley Scotsman, 
who combined the occupations of w eav­ 
er, sm uggler and illicit distiller (or as 
wè should say, “moonshine”), and made 
a failure of the com bination. 
A lexan­ 
der's early education w as of the mea- 
gereat. Apprenticed to his brother-in- 
law, a weaver, a t the age of 13, he con­ 
tinued, “by constraint, not willingly,” 
in the sam e trade until he w as 20. lie 
then exchanged the loom for the ped­ 
dler’s pack. 
In 1789 he sought to hitch 
the pack to Pegasus by adding to his 
w ares the prospectus of a volume 
of 
poems, containing this appeal; 
“If the peddler should fail to be fa ­ 
vored w ith sale, 
Then I hope you’ll encourage the poet.” 
Poet as w ell' as 
peddler, 
however, 
failed to be favored. None the less he 
published the poetry a t his own 
ex­ 
pense. lost all his scanty savings and 
w as driven back to the loom. H aving 
incurred a short im prisonm ent for lam ­ 
pooning the m aster w eavers in a trade 
dispute (February, 1793), he determ ined 
to em igrate to America, in search of 
political and pecuniary independence. 
He 
landed, 
literally 
penniless, 
at 
Newcastle, Del., on July 14, 1798, and, 
shouldering his fowling-piece, walked 
the 33 intervening miles between th a t 
town and Philadelphia. On the w ay he 
shot a red-headed woodpecker. 
T ears 
afterw ards he dwelt w ith fervor upon 
his sensations a t finding him self pos­ 
sessor of “the most beautiful bird I had 
ever beheld."

A Titled Author. 
In Charles Lam b's day Lord S haftes­ 
bury was classed with Sir W illiam Tem ­ 
ple as a model of the “genteel style in 
w riting,” but as Elia him self employs 
the sam e epithet for W atteau (“grace­ 
ful as Raphael, as W atteau genteel”), it 
is m anifest th a t the word m ust have 
borne a significance different from the 
ignoble one which 
it 
now 
suggests. 
Shaftesbury’s superfine ethics and am ­ 
biguous theology are now a little faded; 
but you m ay still read his “Advice to 
an A uthor,” and feel grateful to the in­ 
trepid virtuoso who insisted on apply­ 
ing, even to serious subjects, thè salu­ 
tary solvent of raillery. F or the author 
of "A n Essay on the Freedom of W it 
and H um our" was distinctly a literary 
force In his time, whose influence is to 
be traced-in Addison and Fielding, as 
well, a s in Pope and Voltafre.—.(Austin 
S è b à s k 'é » O eteim "N ew ” Lippincott.

DEATH OF DR. TUTTLE 


INVENTOR OF THORITE

Tacoma, Wash., Oct. 9.—Dr. II. P. 


Tuttle, well known as tho Inventor oE 
the explosive culled "thorite," dropped 
dead at his home In this city today. 
Ho was born In Iowa, December 10, 
1844, and came to Tacoma In 1899, 
and has practiced medicine up to about 
three years ago when ho abandoned 
his practice to further study tho sub- 
ject of explosives In which ho had 
become interested. 


thorite, the explosive which Or. Tut- 


tle discovered, was tho result of ex- 
periments which he undertook In Ta- 
coma shortly after tho discovery of 
gold In tho Klondike when miners were 
In need of some explosive that could 
bo used In the frozen ground of that 
region. It proved to be a wonderful 
Invention and at once attracted the 
attention oC army circles at Washing- 
ton. Arrangements were made for 
testing the new explosive, and Its re- 
result fully justified the claims Dr. 
Tnttle' had made for It. It possessed 
remarkable qualltlen for use In pro- 
jectiles Intended to pierce heavy ar- 
mor plate and 
successfully passed 


through all tho tests required. Con- 
gress had passed a bill appropriating 
$50,000 for the purchase of the thorlto 
Invention In

with

Bishops Appointed Committee to Act 


With Priests and Laymen in Con- 


sidering Change in Name.

San Francisco, Oct. 9.—Tho action of 


greatest Importance taken today hy 
the triennial Kplacopal convention was 
the adoption by the house of bishops 
by a vote ot 37 to 21 o£ canon Uli, 
which relates to tho solemnization o£ 
matrimony. All of its provisions had 
previously been argued except those 
contained In section 4. which forbade 
the marriage of persons divorced for 
any cause not existing before mar- 
riage. 


•For any cauao not existing before 


marriage" Is understood to refer to 
Ruch causes as Insanity, Inability to 
nxecuto a contract, the existence 'ol a 
living wife or husband, or like reasons 
which practically rendered the mar- 
riage null and void. This section has 
been a bone of contention, a strong 
element In ttie church holding that 
the re-marriage ot tho Innocent party 
to a divorce granted on tho ground o£ 
InQdellty should not be forbidden. Tha 
bishops have refused to accept this 
view of the matter. 


The question Is by no means settled 


as the whole-subject Is now to coma 
up In tho house of deputies where H 
IB expected to cause u vigorous and 
protracted' debate.

wife, Invokes'the divine blessing upon 
their union,

"II—Tho roqiirrements ot the law of 


the state ra'iard;ing,th,e, conditions fpr, 
the civil 'contract of inaVrlagV shall in" 
all cases be carefully observed before 
tho marriage It) solemnized. 


"Ill—No minister shall solemnlzA 


tho marriage of any peraon who is a 
minor under the law of tho place of 
marriage, unless the parent or guard-. 
Ian of such minor is present and con- 
senting or shall have given written 
consent to the marriage, or Is perma- 
nently'resident In n foreign country.' 
, "No minister shall solemnize a mar- 
riage except in the presence of at 
least two witnesses, the minister or 
the witnesses 
being 
personally ac- 


quainted with the parties. 


"Every minister shall without delay 


formally record jn the proper register 
the name. «gn and residence of each 
party. Such record shall bo stencil by 
tho minister who performs tho cere- 
mony, and it practicable, by the mar- 
ried parting, (ind by at least two wit- 
nesses of the marriage. 


"I*"—No minister shall solemnize a 
marriage between 
nny two persons 


unless nor until, by Inquiry, he shall 
have satialled himself that neither per- 
son has boon or Is the husband or tho 
wife qf nny other person then living;! 
unless tho former marriage was an« 
nulled by a doerec ot some civil court 
of competent jurisdiction for cause ex- 
isting before such former marriage." 


Tho bishops liavo yet to consider 


canon 37. providing for tho discipline 
of persons marrying after having been 
divorced. This will alao cause llvo'yl 
discussion. 


Another important feature ol' the 


work ot the house of bishops today; 
was the appointment of. a commlttea 
ai five to act with similar committees) 
of priests and laymen, constituting a 
joint committee ot 15, In considering 
the proposed change In tho name of the 
church. The oommittea has no power 
to act but in to report Its findings at 
the next general -convention, to ba 
held In Boston In 1904.

amendment offered by Dr. Cameron 
Mann eliminating those readings .which, 
are original with tho committee.

HOW COLUMBIA 


W0N THE RACES

New York, Oct.^3.—In a glorious whole-sail breeze which heeled the big 


cup contestants down until tUelr loe rails were awash In the foaming seas, 
'Jerreshoff's white wonder, the Columbia, today beat Watson's British creation, 
the Shamrock II, over a trtngular course of 30 mile by two minutes and 62 
seconds actual time. With'the 43 seconds which the Irish sloop must allow 
the American boat on ucteunt of her larger sail plan, the Columbia won the 
second race of the Belles' ty three minutes 85 seconds. 


The fastest race offer sailed In a cup contest, it was not only a royal 


Struggle from a spectacular point of view lint it was absolutely decisive as to 
Hie merits of the two racing machines. There is not a yachting sharp who 
witnessed the race today who is not flrmly convinced that the defender is 
the abler boat, blow high, or blow low, beating, reaching or running, and Sii 
Thomas ami his merry British tars are doomed to return'home empty-handed. 


Again the ancient piece of silver which was brought across the western 


ocean CO years ago is safe.' Again American supremacy in marine architecture 
has been vindicated. 'Sip, Thomas has been wishing for a breeze that would 
bury Shamrock'B lee rail, and today he had it, Just as he had a similar breeze 
In the concluding race two years ago when Columbia in a driving finish beat 
tha first Shamrock over, at* minutes. 


Tbo wind today was" strong and true, blowing around 18 knots from the 


northwust. and at every point of sailing except, perhaps, running before the 
wind. la which the defender has already taken the measure of the challenger, 
the. Yankee slotip proved herself abler than the Watson model. From the 
time she crossed the-Starting line, one minute and 34 seconds behind the 
mug httnteg ufltll sno'Jlfcked up and passed the Irish boat three miles after 
roundtns the second mark, Columbia's pace was faster and she behaved 
better than her itval.1 1- 


Beaching for the first riark, 10 miles down the Long Inland shore, with the 


.•wind abaft the beam, she gained 22 seconds. In the closer reach for the 
eecond stake she gained 30 seconds and in the thresh to windward on the leg 
home she gained exactly two minutes.

Not, perhaps, as thrilling as the remarkable contest of last Saturday, today's 


race Was nevertheless stirring from start to finish and as a marine-spectacle 
It could hardly have been surpassed. It-was an ideal October day at sea.' 
There -!*ns just'enough frostiness to clear the atmosphere and make the whole 
course, visible from' Shore. The breeze from the land piled up little swells, 
but It *as strong .enough to whip the froth out of the racing waves until it 
•whitened ,the face of the sea. Its claws caught the black smoke from the 
stacks of the excursion fleet and the whtto steam from their exhaust pipes 
nnd.torc them into .fragments. The ensigns and flags with which the vessels 
werre grossed stood out like painted boards. The tall, canvas-clouded racers 
heeled as the wind smote them until their crew could with difficulty keep 
their feqtlng on the slippery, sloping decks, and the spurting spray was 
_tossed .JO feet high as they shook their lean noses free from the foaming 
crests* On the thresh,to windward their decks were a smother of white and 
fountains of foam circled av/ay from their graceful bows.

The wind -was strong and- 
from the shore embroidering the sea 
with foam and piling up no swell—Ideal 
conditions for the challenger. 
. The racers were sent away before the 
wind, each carrying penalty for cross- 
ing the line after the handicap gun. 
No official record is kept of tho time 
after that gun is fired, but the experts 
with stop watches estimated Columbia's 
handicap at 15 seconds and Sham- 
rock's 
at 
SO seconds. 
The contest 


of the yachts fleeing before the wind 
was picturesque but not exciting. The 
big racers, like Bulls with outstretched 
pinions, had every Inch of canvas 
spread, all their light sails, Including 
bulging spinnakers and balloon jib 
topsails. 


Their crews were gathered att to 
keep the heads of the bout up and 
thereafter until the outer mark was 
reached it was merely a question of 
holding on to all the canvas and letting 
the wind do the rest. Notwithstanding 
the fact that the Columbia beat the 
Shamrock before the wind last Satur- 
day, the challenger today gained slowly 
but steadily all the way out and 
rounded 49 seconds before the tlufender, 
having actually gained one minute and 
four, seconds. 
Immediately after the 
yachts turned their noses Into the wind 
for the beat home the breeze moder- 
ated and turned fluky. 


The skippers split tacks, each Henrch- 
Ing for wind, with the result that first 
one would g«t a lift and then the 
other. At one time Columbia seemed u 
mile ahead when a sudden cant ot the 
wind allowed the Shamrock to point 
nearer the mark and a mile from 
home the challenger appeared to be 
leading by fully half a mile. The talent 
began to feel nervous, but us the yachts 
approached the finish the Yankee skip- 
per, by some miraculous legerdemain, 
Shoved his boat into the light air like

home the two racers were almost on 
.even terms. It was a pretty sight and 
one seldom 
witnessed 
when 
they 
crossed rail to rail, the white yacht's 
bowsprit just lapping the golden boat's 
mast. 


The usual pandemonium that attends 
the final Yankee, victory in a cup con- 
test followed. Whistles, sirens, Delia, 
bands and cheers united In a grand 
chorus of jubilation, and J. F. Morgan's 
steam yacht Corsair, added to the ter- 
rific din by firing a national salute of 
21 guns. 


After the Columbia bad hauled down 
her sails and set her victory flae the 
excursion boats crowded alongside lu 
cheer the Yankee sailors and the v.'I li- 
ning skipper. Nor did they forget 
either Lipton or his gallant craf.t. In 
turn- the crowded steamers ran along- 
side the Shamrock and Erin and the 
vanquished received almost as much 
honor as th_e victor. And thus/with fe- 
licitations all around, the twelfth flirtes 
of races for the old cup which the 
schooner America brought over SO years 
ago, ended with the best ot feeling. 


While taking his defeat gamely. Sir 
Thomas Lipton made no attempt to 
conceal his honest 
disappointment 
when he talked about the races, tonight 
on the Erin. 


"I .am very much disappointed," be 
said. "I cannot hide that. I-thought 
within 
15 minute's of 
the 
finish 
that we bad won. -1 was as sure as*my 
life we had won. When I looked arouird 
the situation had changed and we had 
lost. It was a hard blow to be so near 
winning and then lose. I would like 
to have got one race just by way ot 
consolation. It Is a very hard thing 
to be beaten by a breath—• by a few 
beats ot the pulse. It has been a severe 
strain on me. , I have worked so hard 
for many months now, and I am glad 
It Is over. To have won would bavo 
been a joy greater than today's dlsap 
pointment. 


"Columbia's win today was fair and 
square and honorable. There Is noth- 
ing to protest if I wanted to protest. In 
fact, I have a feeling in my heart that 
if there had been any error in judgment 
at all it would have been in my favor. 
It there had been any possibility of 
choice. In the matter, I believe the yacht 
club would have given me the race. 
Sometimes a man may have the better 
boat, but even having it must have a 
wee bit of luck to win. I am much 
grieved Indeed, very grieved, and," he 
said, "I should have liked to have won 
one race." 


Hardly had the Erin's anchor touched 
bottom when a launch from the yacht 
Corsair came alongside bearing the re- 
gatta committee of the New York Yacht 
olub. Sir Thomae met them at the 
head ot the gangway and as he shook 
hands with them individually, he said: 
"Gentlemen, It Was a fair beat. I want 
to aay again that you have treated me 
with the utmost fairness and courtesy. 
You have every wish of mine and from 
my heart I thank you." 


Commodore« Lewis Cass 
Ledyard, 
chairman of the New York Yacht club 
regatta committee, replied: 
"Sir Thomas, we have-never had a 
truer sportsman to deal with." 
Many of Sir Thomas' guests on board 
the IJrin crowded around to express 
their sympathy for defeat and assured 
him of the high place he had won in the 
hearts of all Americans. 


"When a man wins a heart he has 
won more than a cup," said one of them. 
There were tears in the Irish baronet's 
:eyes when he thanked them for their 
kind words. Said he: 


"The words you have spoken touch 
mo far more than my defeat today. I 
tried to win the cup and have done 
my best. But better than all that, I 
havo the good wishes of thin country."

MASSACRE AT 5.1 


COMMITTED BY PACUTCOS 
By Associated Press. 
Manilla, Oct. 6.—Major Morris C. 


Foote of the Ninth United States in- 
fantry, who has returned .here from 
the island of Samar, was In Balanglga 
the day before the disaster to Com- 
pany C, He says that Captain Cor- 
nell had been fully warned, and had 
taken what he (Major Foote) consid- 
ered every necessary precaution. In- 
formation that a plot was brewing 
among the Filipinos came to "Major 
Foote from a priest who said that it 
was in the plans of the populace at 
both Balanglga and Basey to attack 
the garrisons and that the Basey gar- 
rison was to be attacked from a cock- 
pit in the rear of the barracks. Or- 
ders were immediately given Ho de- 
molish tho cockpit and extra guards 
were stationed. 


There is intense feeling throughout 


the army because oC the massacre, 
which would not be the case to any 
such extent had It been the work of 
ordinary insurgents. The latter might 
have been expected to'commit such 
an outrage. 
Feeling is particularly 


Intense in military circles because the 
authors of the massacre were "paclfl- 
cos," mc-st'of whom had taken the 
oath of allegiance, and many of whom, 
including the president of Balangiga, 
were i actually holding office. 


Some of the after-effects are already 


shown at many points, particularly at 
Baulan and Calcoocan, in the province 
iif Batangas, and;Manila where dis- 
affection is manifesting itself, although 
II is not likely to be allowed to go 
far. 


On the other hand the officers-and 
troops at all the garrisons through- 
out the archipelago feel that the dis- 
aster conveys a lesson to themselves

T Is Creditable to the American 


people.that<in the hour of na- 
tional grief and mourning an al- 
most universal suggestion should 
arise for permanent memorials 


[o the elevated character of our late 
president, William .McKInley. Every 
jlbute save this last had been already 
offered by a people, sorrowing over his 
death and desirous of inculcating the 
esson of his life.- Now the proposition 
comes from-every part of the ^country 
and from many towns and cities that i 
monuments be erected in conspicuous 
ocatlons. .Whateve/ may be the out-' 
come of th'ls spontaneous suggestion., 
licrc Is no doubt that some testimo- 
nial will soon be made that shall even- 
tually assume tangible shape in endur- 
ing bronze and marble. 


The high' sbuled patriotism of the 


American people fs always shown, on 
an occasion like the present when, de- 
spite the differences of opinion and 
•reed, all unite in offering a meed of 
:rlbute to the man' twice chosen to 
stand as their exemplar. Americans 
are quick to perceive Unusual merit 
and quick to respond to appeals for rec- 
ognition, as convincingly shown by the 
nemorlals. .they fiave already raised to 
he two martyred presidents who were 
:ut short in .their, great careers by as- 
lasslns' bullets and whom the nation 
•as thus called upon to mourn. No 
me need be reminded- who they were, 
'or the names of .Lincoln .and Garfleld 
.re Inextricably interwoven Into the 
ry tissue of our history as a nation. 
The movement for a'memorial to Lln- 
nln began within 'ten days after he 
ivns shot.' A meeting was held at 
ipringfleld, 111., On the 24th of April, 
.565, when a committee was appointed 
o select a site for a monument. It was 
intended to erect this monument near

Al- 
though It was Garfleld the soldier they 
knew best and loved, he Is represented 
as the eloquent statesman standing 
upon a massive pedestal In the attitude 
of the orator, while around the base 
three figures are placed, emblematic of 
his career as student, soldier and pub- 
licist. As a background there Is Capi- 
tol park, with the vast bronze dome 
towering'above the trees. There are 
other statues and busts of Garfleld In 
various parts of the country, one of the 
former having been raised In Cincin- 
nati, O., six years after his death. 


Abounding as it does In statuary of 


a miscellaneous sort, our national cap- 
ital has no suitable monuments to Its 
greatest statesmen and soldiers. A great 
memorial bridge across the Potomac, 
with colossal statues of Washington 
ajid Lincoln as Its central features, 
having been planned, It Is now suggest- 
ed that In addition there be statues of 
Garlleld, McKInley. Grant and Lee, 
thus perpetuating tho deeds of our great 
presidents and military commanders In 
one united testimonial to endure for all 
the ages. 


WHITING FOB RECREATION. 


There is a deal of difference, It Is 


hardly necessary to say, between writ- 
Ing books for a living and writing them 
as a sort of recreation. John Henry 
Shorthouse is no't one ot the best 
known English authors, but he has 
scored at least one literary success.

It never saw service, but 
Its counterpart, the David, so named because it was to go out to battle with 
the northern Gollaths, was .the means of drowning three of its own crews at 
various times before It finally sank ,tho Housa.tonlo by means of a torpedo and 
went down at the same time with all on.-board. :

THE WHISPERING GALLERY 


OF ST. PAUL'S CATHEDRAL. 


"Who has been to London and has 


not heard the weird echoes of whispers 
In the whispering: gallery of St. Paul's 
cathedral?" asks a well known English 
traveler. 


"Personally, I have had unique op- 


portunities of studying the wonders of 
this gallery. 
Some years ago, when 


Dr. Church was dcnn, It was my good 
fortune to be allowed to roam at will 
throughout the still and silent hours of 
a summer's night within St. Paul's. 
Besides myself, a colleague and the 
watchmen of the night there was no 
other living soul within the vast build- 
ing. 


"The acoustical effects of* the whis- 


pering gallery were heard as seldom 
before, for In the absolute quietness of 
the still, small hours of the morning. 
In the calm .atmosphere beneath the 
dome, whispers hung and hovered 
about the huge, enchanted chamber 
like uneasy ghosts. 


"Later 1 was given another opportu- 


nity, this time by Dean Gregory, to de- 
vote two midnight hours to examining 
the various phenomena to be detected. 
I had noticed that nearly all the au- 
thorities on the subject. Including Sir 
John Herschel himself In his classical 
treatise with reference to the whisper- 
Ing gallery, had stated that sounds 
were conveyed from one Bide of the 
dome to the other, but were not heard 
at any Intermediate points.

lect as to the relative values and cost 
of food, cooked at home and that socur- 
»d for the house ready cooked, und it 
IS'found there has been a marked im- 
provement within the last five or six 
years in the quality of food one may 
buy ready cooked. From this it may 
be argued logically that since tha de- 
mand for better cooked food has se- 
cured such an advance, demands for 
still better and a more varied list ot 
cooked edibles will be as promptly 
obeyed.

"All these facts accomplished with the 
further events sure to come in thelv 
train housekeeping will be simplified 
and In time maybe in some cases many 
of the duties now coming under that 
head will be fairly obsolete. If they 
do not go out of fashion, the convic- 
tion of housekeepers that it is possible 
to cut them out of the day's work will 
be a blessed consolation to them in 
many days when cooks and house- 
maids prove treacherous.

A MOST IMPORTANT CONVENTION. 


O 


NE OF the most important meetings held in this 


country each year is the convention ot the Na 
tlonal Live Stock association. The next meeting 
comes in December, and it is to be held in the 


Studebaker theater in Chicago. No city in the .country 
Has a larger interest in live stock than Chicago, and the 
meeting beginning December 3 is likely to be memor 
able. .C. F.-Martin, the secretary, has already begun 
arrangements and announces the proper railroad rates 
a splendid program, etc. -Among the notable speakers 
will be Hon.. James Wilson, secretary of agriculture; 
Senator; Warren of Wyoming, Dr. Salmon, chief of the 
bureau of animal industry; Professor Carlisle ot Wls 
consln, Carter Harrison, Governor Yates and other not 
ables. President Springer appointed a committee some 
time ago to draft preliminary bills, which will be dis 
cussed at this meeting before actively moving on con 
'gress with them. Among them are the following: 


One for an act for'the establishment of a genera 


system of federal inspection on interstate shipments ol 
live stock, to take the place of state inspection and levy 
Ing of fees at every state line crossed, and which in no 
way shall Interfere with local affairs of state boards. 


For an act providing for government inspection o. 


Woolen goods. Manufacturers are using 86,000,000 pounds 
of shoddy annually which they sell as "pure wool." This 
is a deception, which Is most-injurious to the sheep Indus 
try as well as the consumers, and stockmen see no 
reason why such goods should not be. properly Inspected 
and stamped just as oleomargarine manufacturers are 
compelled'to do with their product. 
; 


For an act allowing settlers In the arid" and semi-arid 


districts the right to exchange lands of equal value with 
tne government, so as to solidify their holdings. 


For an' act proviaing for a second assistant secretary of 


agriculture, who shall be required to give his sole atten 
tion.to the live stock industry. 


To recommend a. bill for adoption by state govern 


ments providing for a classified assessment of live stock 


In addition to these, such other matters as a classified 


census of live stock, the figures to be published within 
three months from the time taken Instead ot a year ant 
a half afterwards, when one-half of the animals enumer 
ated have been slaughtered or driven from the country 
Secretary Wilson has promised to' recommend this to 
congress and ask for the necessary appropriation to 
carry out this work. The matter of forest reserves, aric 
lands, the tuberculin test, irrigation, etc., will be discussed

protective tariff convtefions, and yet It is evi 
dent from the' dead statesman's last public ad 
dresses that he wa# deeply concerned In regulat 


ing some of the evlls-that.gatherribout excessive revenue 
collections. 
Undoubtedly ;he believed the solution was 


in reciprocity—a give-and-take poiifcy. 
Mr. McKinley's 


tariff doctrine was a protection to American industries 
that would not only foster .ypting plants, but give .the 
American workman better wages:'.than his foreign com 
petitors. But protection is business, and is controlled by 
no fixed laws. It is only useful as It serves, a usefu 
purpose, and it must be regulated as the exigencies of 
the case require. Mr. McKIhley' was a thorough student 
of the tariff, and could see its detects as well as its 
benefits, and undoubtedly he was paving the way for a 
modification ot the present laws. 


Among the things to he fearer!" from an inflexible tariff 


is-an excessive increase of the4e*eral revenues. Congress 
last year cut down some of .the stamp revenues, so that 
the receipts w^re reduced this; year from twenty-five to 
forty millions of dollars. It Is not enoujh, it seems, and 
undoubtedly in the coming sesBlon the revenues will again 
be reduced. As it la, the surplus In the treasury is likely 
to be fn the neighborhood of-sixty millions this year, 
according to government estimates.'

J. L. Pendery, wife of 
the aged attorney, lived in Leadville, Cripple Creek and 
other mining districts before coming here and had.seen 
the state grow into its present greatness.

It is not a partisan question, having been .in- 


dorsed by the platforms of both of the great 
national political parties. In the obtaining of gov- 
ernment aid for storage reservoirs the trouble will'- 
be to get congressmen, regardless of party di- 
vision, to comply with their platform pledges. In 
this view of the situation the position of,the na- 
tional executive becomes a matter of prime impor- 
tance, since very many congressmen are anxious 
to stand in with the policy of the administration. 
President Roosevelt knows more about the trans- 
missourl region than any other man who ever 
came to the presidential chair. His letter to the 
president of the National Irrigation congress, at 
Its Chicago session, written November 16, 1900, 
Just after his election to the vice presidency, was 
a>vigorous and hearty indorsement of the storage 
reseryotr movement and also of forest preserva- 
tion. "I believe to the laat joint," he writes, "In 
the vital necessity of storing the floods and pre- 
serving : the forests, especially: throughout the 
plains and Rocky mountain regions. The problem 
of the'development .of the greater west is. in a 
large part a problem of irrigation.;'.: I earnestly 
believe in the national government'giving gen- 
erous aid to tho movement"

Belgium 'has taken" up the work vigorously, and with 


some'success. Previous to 1897 about 16 per cent.-of the 
voters in that country stayed away from the polls. It is 
a densely populated country. In that year a law was 
passed making it compulsory for every voter to cast a 
ballot at every election. The only excuses accepted are 
sickness and absence from the country. Last year about 
5,000 failed to vote, and only half of them were able to 
present valid excuses. 
In penalizing tho delinquents 


the courts simply warn them for a first offense. 
The 


second offense is a fine, but after a third conviction the 
'ranchise is taken away for a period of ten years. Dur- 
ng that time the recalcitrant is not allowed to vote, tb 
be a candidate for office, nor hold any official position. 


It is said that the system has had-the effect of re- 


ducing the stay-at-home percentage to 2.7. The voters 
are now taking a greater pride in keeping their records 
straight, and rich anc} poor alike are taking a greater 
ntorest In selecting-.candidates. 
In this country tho 


percentage of those whp do not vote is from 15 to 40, 
depending on tho ability pf the candidates interested to 
get tho vote out.

STATE MINING NEWS, 


UNITED STATES ZINC COMPANY, i 


A short time ago the Ueitild Demo- 
crat announced the formation of a new 
zinc cotnpany to operate a plant In the 
state. The neiv company Has oli'endy 
been Incorporated, and 4s known a* the 
United States Zinu company, with a 
capitalization of $2,000,000. The officers 
have been selected as follows: Presi- 
dent, Daniel Guggenheim: vice presi- 
dent. O. E. Jacobsen; treasurer, Hlmou 
Guggenheim; secretary, A. J. Davis. It 
was at flrst thought that the u^w com- 
pany" would erect its plant at Pueblo, 
but this has not yet been fully decided 
on, though that place may bo selected. 
Messrs. Guggenheim will bo out early 
In October for the purpose of looking 
over the Held. 


The new smelter will not bs on a 
small scale. The aim Is to smelt pvnc- 
tlcnlly all of the zinc ore that can be 
found In Colorado, and no doubt other 
fields will be drawn on extensively. 
Leadvllle will, of course, supply u gocd- 
ly share, for it Is recognized as the 
leading zinc camp of the state, nni ar- 
rangements have already been niido for 
a heavy tonnage as soon as the plant 
Is completed. It Is expected that when 
In full blast the plant will give employ- 
ment to 1,000 hnndfl. C3erman and Bel- 
Blum engineers will have the super- 
vision of the construction, the process 
being practically the same us the Vlcllle 
Slontagne plant in Belgium. Four hun- 
dred tons of coal will be used, so that 
in considering the location ot a plant 
an accessible and clieap supuly or fuel 
must bo of paramount importance. Coal 
Is mixed with the zinc ore charges In 
large quantities, as the xlnc is volntil- 
laed and afterward condensed. 


The formation oC the new zinc com- 


pany Is largely due to tUo Individual 
efforts of Mr. A. J. Davis, wlio first 
came to Leadi'lllo several yours ago ns 
puruhaslng agent for the ore brokerage 
flrm of Jacobsen & Co., of Now York. 
Ho soon recognized tho extent and per- 
manency of the zinc deposits and after 
securing the necessary data made sev- 
eral U'ips to Europe, where he brought 
the matter to tho attention of European 
capitalists and metallurgist*. Kxperts 
were sent over, and their reports were 
so satisfactory that tho cotnpany was 
decided upon, and has the very strong- 
est bucking In the country. 


For tho next year, however, tliure will 


not bo much change In the disposition 
of the local zinc products.-, as ft will 
require -at least that period to complete 
the big plant. Mr. A. J, Davis, Jr., 
will remain In the city for the purpose 
of looking after the buying of the zinc 
ores for the European plants, all of the 
ore at present 
passing through the 
Norton sampler and shipped in train- 
load lota for the a-ulf ports, where 
steamers are chartered to take the ma- 
terial aboard. 


AH a matter or. fact the alno. deposits 


of tho Rocky mountains have scarcely 
been touched. Kvon the resources of 
the Leadvllle district arc not fully ap- 
preciated. 
Tho combination of zinc 
with the other metals presents some 
entirely new -problems In practical 
metallurgy, but the shipments of thou- 
sands of tons abroad during tlie piist 
few years has familiarized the Belgian 
experts with the character of the Lead- 
vllle ore, both In Its crude and concen- 
trated form, and the new plnnt will bo 
built with especial adaptation to the re- 
quirements of the ores oC the Bocky 
mountains. 


It Is Important to note In this con- 
nection that zinc deposits are of very 
frequent occurrence In Summit county. 
Kokomo, in particular, has some large 
undeveloped deposits, while the Monte- 
zurna section has several properties al- 
most exclusively of zinc ore. -OHO of 
the big zinc plants of Missouri was tit 
ona time figuring on handling most of 
the Montezuma product, but the proj- 
ect for some reason fell through. 
It. is conservatively estimated that 
under favorable conditions tho Lead- 
vllle district can produce from 400 to 
600 tans oC good, clean zinc, of lower 
grade than Is now exported, but which 
will be' marketable when a smelter lies 
so near Its doors OH to save the freight. 
—(Herald Democrat. 


SAN JUAN COUNTY. 


The most important transaction of 
the week in local mining circles was 
the final payment on and transfer to 
the Kendrlck-Oelder Smelting company 
of the Henrietta mine. The payment 
was made last Monday by R. C. Tooke, 
who had a power of attorney to repre- 
sent tho Messrs, Kendrlck, both of 
whom were out of the city, $-10,000 be- 
ing tho amount pro-rated according to 
their several .Interests to Elmer King, 
\V. P. Mayfleld, J. W. Sites und tho 
heirs of John T. Mayneld, deceased. The 
transaction means that henceforth tho 
mine and smelter will be the consoli- 
dated property of the one company and 
Immediate steps will be taken to exploit 
tho former as never before. It is pro- 
posed to prosecute work hereafter with 
Improved methods, ,un engine und two 
Gardner electric drills havlngr already 
been ordered to that end. These win 
bo put to work at once on the seventh 
level of the mine, which needs to be 
driven another 200 feet to reach the ore 
shoot containing the minimum amount 
of aluminum, the metal that makes 
the Henrietta output In 'itself and by 
itself a particularly obstinate smelting 
product. After this work Is well under 
way the tenth level will be run to 
reach the vein at a point 1,000 feet un- 
der Its apex, giving an immense scope 
of stoplng ground. It Is understood, 
too, 
that a 200-ton capacity mill will 
be erected on the company's mlllsite 
Just below the old Fisher concentrator 
and a tram over 4,000 feet long built 
from the mine to the mill. This will 
certainly be the move to make IE the 
ore con be successfully concentrated— 
and there Is little doubt that It can be— 
as the Henrietta has untold quantities 
of mineral worth about 18.60 per ton 
uncovered. The Kendrick-Geider Smelt- 
Ing company Is to be congratulated on 
securing such a magnificent property 
as the Henrietta, for it Is almost cer- 
tain to be productive of rich reward.

Please tell me where I can «et some in- 
formation In regard to the so-called 
"rain-belt" of eastern Colorado. Is It 
true that climatic conditions are chang- 
Ins for the better in that region? 


No. 21. About one-fifth of the United 


States consists of h|gh plains situated 
along the eastern front of the Rocky 
mountains and 
sweeping northward 


anil northwestward through Montana 
into the Canadian northwest. The soil 
Is extremely fertile, but its value agri- 
cull uraily is dependent upon the farm- 
ers 
ability to procure water. 
The 


utilization of the high plains has been 
the subject of an investigation carried 
on for some years by Mr. Willard D. 
Johnson uf the United States Geologi- 
cal survey. The results have just been 
published In a paper accompanying 
part IV of thn twenty-first annual re- 
port of thiii survey. Mr. Johnson gives 
an interesting account of the origin and 
structure of thp high plains, the defi- 
ciencies of climate, ami the' way in 
which water may be obtained within 
certain areas. The discussion Is accom- 
panied by a large number of Illustra- 


tions bringing, out clearly the peculiar- 
ities of this great region and showing 
the conditions .under which settlement 
can.proceed, with' safety. 
Attempts 


have been made In the past by thou- 
sands of people to make homes on this 
fertile soli, especially after years of 
abundant rainfall, under the belief that 
wlch settlement the rainfall would )n- 
crense. Disappointment and loss have 
followed and these people have been 
compelled to leave their homes and go 
elsewhere, abandoning their Improve- 
ments and beginning life in other re-' 
gions. .The high plains may be co.h- 
sldered a trap set for the unwary, the 
luxuriant verdur'; of good years tempt- 
ing the settler to his ruin, i It Is only 
when the conditions aj-e fully known 
that man oan hope to successfully cope 
with'nature's niggardly suiiply of wa- 
ter for this rich noil. 


A ridge of which is locally known as 


"The Divide" extends eastward :fpom 
the mountains and affords exceptional 
advantages to farmers. Good crops are 
raised without irrigation .in average 
years and. some very successful agri- 
cultural 
operations arc successfully 


conducted In this region.

Mr. Armstrong began the 
year with 2S5 swarms of bee's, some of 
which were taken on the shares. With- 
out help he has taken from these bees 
almost 1,000 cases of honey, averaging 
22 pounds to the case. Of this amount, 
over 800 cases belong to him; 
These 


hi; has sold for $2.45 per case, good, 
bad and indifferent, and 
will finish 


earring them -on the 20th. These 800 
cases or a few-over, will net Mr. Arm- 
strong, on board the cars, almost ex- 
actly $2,000, which is the gross result 
of the season's work for one man,'and 
an'old man at that, but one who uses 
both head and hand In his 
business. 


Mr. Armstrong makes almost all his 
own bee fixtures, and consequently "his 
expenses are light. The average from 
each swarm was 75 pounds, which at 
the price obtained for honey would 
make a return of J8.25 to the swarm. 
Some swarms produced not a thing 
this year,'so'others had to make that 
up. As an example of what may be 
done, Mr. Armstrong bought a swarm 
of bees In.the spring for $1.75. 'These 
he took good. care of, and has taken 
from'them alone $24 worth of honey. 
It sounds like a fairy tale that one man, 
unaided, should obtain 
$2,000 for his 


crop, but it Is a fact, as Mr. Armstrong' 
is a man whose word.Is as good as his 
bond, arid who would report nothing 
but actual facts*—(Montrose

REGARD TO MISS STONE 


By 'Associated Press 


Hartford^Couri-., Oct. 8.— At ' the ses- 


sion of the 'Amei lean i board .tonight, 
President Papen read the official report 
or the board 'concerning, the captivity 
and ransom of M_|ss. Stone. . The report 
follows 


"There la such univarsal interest in 


the 'case of Miss teilen M. Stone, now 
in the hands of hi igands, that it seems 
wise for the* offlceis of the board to 
make a brief statement ot the facts 
as they exist at the present time. For 
several weeks the government authori- 
ties; at Washington .have .been at work 
Using- every possible • effort to secure 
hei release 
Those have been days of 


deep anxiety for the 
officers/of the 


board. We have been in fretjuent com- 
munication with our representative .in 
Constantinople. Last Thursday we re- 
ceived a dispatch 
from Washington 


which told us how increasingly grave 
the situation had become. On the re- 
ceipt of thio telegram a meeting of ', the 
prudential 
committee 
was 
hastily 


called 'to meet the following day. The 
committee came together and discussed 
the situation most thoroughly. 


i"On the one side was the life of a. 


dearly beloved missionary: on the other 
side was the fact that if we. yielded to 
this demand for ransom it was putting 
a premium upon the life of every mis- 
sionary of -the American 'board and not 
of 'our "board only, but missionaries of 
every society In the world; The ques- 
tion was even broader than the case of 
missionaries; it practically concerned 
the safety •ot any and every American 
citizen. -Recognizing the full- gravity 
of the situation, the committee, without 
a dissenting vote, decided that it hud 
no right to puy a ransom ant! estab- 
lish a precedent that would be sure to 
be dangerous In all the future. Fur- 
thermore we were restrained 
by the 


fact that we have no funds that could 
be used for tills purpose. The govern- 
ment was restrained 'from -paying the 
money by constitutional limitation and 
the American board seemed equally re- 
strained from paying a ransom. 


"The solicitude of the committee was 


such and their purpose to do everything 
possible was so strong that they sent 
a deputation consisting of the presi- 
dent and one of Its secretaries to Wash- 
ington to meet President Roosevelt and 
the' officials of the state department. 
This conference was held last Satur- 
day forenoon. It la impossible to over- 
state the sympathy and InteveHt of the 
president, the acting secretary of state 
and. other officials. 


"The conference was lengthy, during 


which time (the " government showed 
what steps It was taking and how every 
power of diplomacy was being used to 
effect the release of lliss Stone. Con- 
fidential details were given, which, of 
course. It would be a breach of trust to 
give to the public, but the friends of the 
board and the whole nation may be as- 
sured that everything possible is being 
done to further the recovery ' of Miss 
Stone. The heart and the persistence of 
the president In this effort were most 
significant. 
The 
pfficlals assured us 
that apparently at the moment the only 
practicable method to secure her life 
was to have the funds promptly at hand 
to pay the ransom. 
It was evidently 


the positive conviction of the govern- 
ment that this step .was the .first one 
to be taken. But it ought to b'e clearly 
understood that this :ls but ''one step; 
that when' she has. been released there 
. 


will be a vigorous attempt not' only to 
secure the return of'- thei . money but, 
furthermore, to bring about such con- 
ditions that such an occurrence shall 
be impossible in the future. 
No one 


doubts that our government as at pres- 
ent' organized, will hot drop this mat- 
ter until the rights of American citi- 
zenship are established.

The beet sugar men have enough back- 
ing-, to hold out successfully "against the 
trust, and we will store our product 
just the same as-the other beet sugar 
companies do,. rather than sell at the 
price named by the trust. The trust is 
not selling its sugar at SIC, cents in the 
open market. The cut was made with 
the expectation that the beet sugar peo- 
ple would supply the present demand at 
that price and the trust would hold 
back, for an advance. We will hold 
back with them, -and though I cannot 
say so authoritatively,* the fight in^y 
end In a combination of the beet sugar 
manufacturers in order, to more Suc- 
cessfully oppose future attempts made 
by'the trust -to ruin one .of the'greate'st 
industries which,' if not Interfered with, 
is destined to build up the western 
country."

JulltiB C. Pluinb was born In Mont- 


rose, la., December 12, 1852. Me spent 
his boyhood days in Iowa and when 17 
years old entered the railroad business. 
He.became express messenger oil the 
Chicago and Paducah road, which was 
controlled by his uncle, a wealthy rail 
road man. Later he was a passenger 
train conductor, working in that ca 
pacity until 1878. He returned to his 
old home in Iowa, where he was mar 
ried to Miss Clara Coryell. 


In 1879 Mr. Plumb came to Colo- 


rado, 
settling at 
Bastonville, this 


county. There he was engaged for 10 
years In the stock-raising business 
and soon became prominent in county 
affairs. 
He retired from the cattle 


and dairy business in 1890. He then 
owned, nearly 2,000 acres of ranch lah.l 


Mr. Plumb's first public office was 
that of county commissioner. He was 
elected to that office in IboB. He was 
sworn in as commissioner on January 
1, 1897. 
He''served, three terms as 


commissioner, being chairman of the 
board for a part of the time.

After selling out his Interests in the 


stock business, Mr. Plumb made his 
residence iu'Colorado Springs. In 189'. 
he was elected alderman from the 
Third ward, serving unfil the spring 
of tho following year, when he was 
elected mayor of the city. He was 
mayor until April, 1897, and during 
his term a number of important meas- 
ures were adppted by the city. Among 
the improvements 
started 
was" the 


Strickler tunnel enterprise, the con- 
tract for which was let during his ad. 
ministration. The purchase of 3,000 
acres 'of land on Beaver creek, for 
water purposes, was also made during 
Mr. Plumb's administration. 


Mr., Plumb was a Republican. 
Dur- 


ing the silver agitation he became one 
of the organizers of the Sliver Repub- 
lican party. He was

Creek district and was a.heavy stock- 
holder in the Anchoria-Leland prop- 
erties.

The properties of nickel steel are so 
peculiar that Mark 
Twain 
himself 
m.'ght almost have Invented them. 


Tho first and most striking thing ob- 
served by the producers of nickel-Iron 
alloys was the. .fact that with "a ferro- 
nlckel containing about 25 per cent, of 
nickel, two ot tile most magnetic sub- 
stances known .formed an alloy almost 
as insensible- tp-'the action of a magnet 
ns copper: glrtee this combination al- 
most complete!}' nullifies ono of tho 
most oharacterlstlc features of both 
constituents it la natural to expect clc- 
°. ?,,modlflcutionl( °* otner properties. 
A still more singular fact appears In 
the discovery that the magnetic proper- 
ties of the constituents may be confer- 
red upon the alloy by subjecting It to 
groat and rapid cooling. By the addi- 
tion, however, of chromium, carbon 
manganese, etc., the non-magnetic, al- 
loy may be rendered much more stable 
In this respect, so that It retains Its 
properties, even after chilling In liquid 
air, or after the most severe mechanical 
treatment. We thus have a soft, and 
nt the same time very tenacious metal, 
susceptible of a great number ot use- 
ful appllcatlonn. it we Increase the 
content of nickel we do not find more 
than one of the various characteristic 
peculiarities at any given temperature- 
each alloy possesses, on the con- 
trary, at u. determined temperature, 
certain definite, 
physical 
properties. 
Thus we have alloys which at ordinary 
temperatures arc non-magnetic 
but 


which become magnetic when cooled; 
but when tho original temperature Is 
restored tho magnetism disappears. As 
the content of nickel Is Increased the 
temperature at which the magnetism 
disappears Is elevated, and may attain 
or pass 400 degrees C. 


We find further., the singular 
fact 
that there exists among she alloys of 
iron and nickel one which has hut 
one-tenth the expansibility of platinum, 
and one-thirteenth or one-fourteenth 
the menu expansibility of iron or ot 
nickel. 


It nickel should over reach the pi-Ice 


of Iron, which can hardly bo hoped the 
nickel-steels of minimum expansibility 
would Immediately assume a colossal 
importance. Since these alloys are at 
the same time very tenacious, rela- 
tively soft, and easily worked, and so 
little oxldlzabje that they may remain 
Immersed In water for weeks without 
showing anything but minute speck', of 
runt, it Is evident that they possess all 
tho advantages of ordinary steel for 
structural purposes, together with oth- 
er most desirable properties. Tho In- 
dustrial characteristic ot these alloys 
Is found in their romarkable tenacity, 
and In tho possibility of subjecting 
thorn, without injury, to deformations 
under which other steels would cer- 
tainly show ruptures. When to this Is 
added the fact that they can In no 
sense be termed soft, having an elastic 
limit fulrlv high; that they present no 
especial difficulties In forcings; that, 
although hard, they are readily worked 
In the lathe or planing machine, ono 
can form some idea of their Industrial 
futuro.-K!.
